Subject :— Import Policy for the licensing period April 1975— March 1976. 

No. 41-ITC (PN)/75>— Attention is invited to the import policy as contained in the I.T.C. 
Policy Red Book (Vol. I) for the licensing period April 1975—March 1976, regarding the proce¬ 
dure for submission of applications for grant of automatic licences to large scale units and for 
automatic-cum-supplementary licences in the case of small scale units. 

2. In order to simplify the procedure for submission of applications in terms cf the import 
policy for the licensing period April, 1975—March, 1976, it has been decided that actual users in 
the small scale sector should submit appheatioer for grant of licences for import of raw mate-riels 
and components under automatic-cum-supplementary iiccrsinj scheme in the form ‘B-I’ as given 
in annexure I of this public notice. Similarly, actual users other than small scale units (including 
DGTD units) should submit applications forgrant of licercesfor import of raw materials et d ccm- 
ponents under the _ automatic licensing scheme in the prescribed form ‘C-P as given in anrexure 
II of this public notice, 

3. It is clarified that the applications for grant of licences for import of raw materials and 
components already submitted by actual users (large scale or small scale) in the existing forms 
as given in the I.T.C. Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1975-76, will be considered. It is 
not necessary for such actual users to submit fresh applications in the revised forms as given in 
annexuresl and II of this public notice. 
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4. A separate application form for supplementary licences for large scale unitB (it clucJir g 
DGTD units) will also be published. Actual users in the large scale sector spplyirg fer supple¬ 
mentary licences will also be required to furnish alorgwith their application for suppltmti tary 
licence a copy of the application submitted for the grant of automatic licence, as the same will be" 
required by the sponsoring authority for reference and for examination of application for 
supplementary licence.
